The Panic At Ottawa. 


That the government at Ottawa 
should be in a state of mind bor- 
dering upon panic, is, under the 
circumstances entirely reascnable 
says the Toronto Mail. Politicians 
are Close observers of the signs 
of the times, and thoss of them 
who cannot see the gathering 
clouds are failures at the business. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and his col- 
leagues, whatever else may be 
said of them, are not blind to the 
political outlook. Ever on the 
alert, they can discern the chang- 
ing public sentiment the moment 
the variation sets in. At the 
present moment they have good 
cause to feel that their sun is 
setting, and that the revolution 
which shall put an er.d to their 
regime is impending. 

The first condition which con- 
vinces them that they are weak 
beyond responsibility of recovery 
is the state of the Cabinet com- 
pared with that of four years ago 
there are in the government to- 
day but two men whose names 
are familiar tothe entire country. 
The other ministers are compar- 
atively unknown, and are much 
smaller in caliore than the men 
of otherdays. How many people 
know who the Ministers are? 
How many are aware that there 
arein the Cabinet, ruling the 


of Templeman and Bureau? The 
efforts to give vitality to the 
decaying Ministry have been 
distinct failures. Mr. Aylesworth 
although a good lawyer, is not a 
success as a politican, and Mr. 
Graham the new Ontario leader, 
by reason of his connection with 
the machines, is a source of 
weakness and not of strenght. 
Mr. Pugsley who came in with 
a great flourish of trumpets, the 
public man who was to give force 
to the party'in the East, and was 
to achieve victories hitherto im- 
possible, has proven himself to be 
exceedingly unfortunate and 
absolutely wanting in influence. 
The more liberal his offers of cor- 
rupt considerations to the people 
the more decisive the declaration 
against him. While the govern- 
ment is barren in the matter of 
personality, while it can boast of 
no man of commanding business 
ability or of great capacity for 
statesmanship, it suffers again 


thing of the nature of purpose or 
policy. It cannot be said of it 
that it has any reason d’etre, or 
that it will do anything useful 
to the country that another gov- 
ernment will not do. With noth- 
ing in its favor, there is, on the 
other hand, an over whelming 
case against it. Its procession of 
grafters, its terrible system of 
“rake offs,’ which would be 
tolerated in no regular business 
combine to make it unpopular 
among thejbetter men of all parties 
there can be little doubt that the 
evil character of the dying Ad- 
ministration has contributed to 
the destruction of Liberal in- 
fluence in the various provinces. 
In Ontario the Liberal designation 
does not stand for what it re- 
presented ten years ago. Itisno 
l.nger a synonym foreconomy, 
freedom and honesty. Instead 
of attracting the rising generation 
because of the principles it pro- 
poses to enforce, it is repellant 
because of the wrongs that are 
perpetratedinitsname, In Man- 
itoba, British Columbia and New 
Brunswick the Federal ministers 
went forth to capture the pro- 
vincial citadels for their allies, 
and in each case they have been 
overwhelmingly defeated. The 
very circumstance that theOttawa 
Government seek to win a pro- 
vince is a signal for a Conser- 
vative triumph, — 

The situation may well bring 
dismay to the Federal Ministers. 
It may well make them hesitate 
touching the choice they will 
make on the question of a general 
election. But the position is not 


unnatural. A government, after 
twelve years of office, gets stale, 
and the people wearying of it, 
yearn for achange. This is par- 
ticularly the case where all sorts 
of wrong doing is practised, and 
wheve an an autocratic attitude 
is assumed by the hard pressed 
offenders. The long term, united 
with the grafting and the absence 
of honest purpose, are having 
their effect. While the Govern- 
ment scarcely knows which way 
to turn, the people ought to Le 
ready for anyemergency. Alarm 
may precipitate a rush for cover, 
and for this reason the dilemma 
of to day ought not to be allowed 
to interfere with the preparations 
for the final encounter. 


That Yukon Inquiry. 


The Christian Guardian in dis- 
cussing the Pringle charges says: 

‘*The Hon. Mr.Oliver, on March 
2, laid on the table of the Dom- 
inion House the correspondence 
which has passed between him- 
self, Rev. John Pringle of the 


Yukon, and the Commissioner of 


the Yukon, in reference to cer- 
tain grave charges made by Mr. 
Pringle aguinst two of the gov- 
ernment officials in the Yukon. 
The correspondence was very 
voluminous. Mr. Pringle who is 
a Presbyterian minister in the 
Yukon, sent his accusations di- 
rectly to the Minister of the Inter- 
ior, who thereupon instructed 
Commissioner Henderson to fully 
investigate them, and to give the 
accuser every opportunity to es- 
tablish the truthfulness of his 
charges. But when Mr. Pringle 
learned that the Commissioner 
had no power to compel witnesses 
to appear and testify under oath, 
he refused to make any attempt 
to substantiate his charges. The 
Commissioner seems to have 
understood and sympathized with 
Mr. Pringle’s contention, for he 
applied to the Minister at Ottaxa 
for the neceaxary powers to enable 
him to compel the attendance of 
witnesses and secure their sworn 
testimony. The Minister of the 
Interior, however, said he saw no 
necessity for giving the Commis- 
sioner such power in the case,and 
he refused his request. We think 
most of our readers, under the 
circumstances, will agree with the 
Globe of March 4, when it says: 
‘‘The request for an inquiry con- 
ducted under this commonly used 
and easily afforded safeguard 
was, under the circumstances, a 
perfectly reasonable one, and it 
is not easy to understand why it 
was refused. Public opinion will 
not throw responsibility for failure 
on Dr. Pringle until same ade- 
quate reason is forthcoming.’’ We 
think when such grave charges 
are made by aman of Mr.Pringle’s 
standing,Canadian public opinion 
will not justify the method that 
has been adopted in this case.

to be restored some time, and the 
sooner restoration takes place 
the better it will be for all con- 
cerned.

"ADVOCATES SIMPLE LIFE. 


President of. Farmers’ Association 
Condemns Extravagance. 


The Farmers’ Association of Ontario 
opened its annual meeting recently 
at Toronto. The president, Mr. Jas. 
McEwing, of Dayton, congratulated 
the members on the success which had 
attended their efforts to influence 
legislation..- He ‘said. that both ‘ the 
Dominion and’. Provincial Govern- 
nents professed to believe in the prin- 
aivle: of ‘a ‘fair. ficld- and-‘no favor: to 
all classes; but.the Dominion Parlia- 
ment, in its legislntion regarding the 
tariff, and the Ontario Legislature, 
in legislition in regard to the taxa- 
tion of railway property, had, under 
the influence of corporations, largely 
sacrificed. the principles, ‘The © farm- 
ers, however, might credited with 
a victory in the recent revision -of 
the tariff, for the united efforta of the 
manufacturers _ had failed in raising 
the duties. 

He regretted that all reports ye 

ed toa failure inthe harvest. 
a matter of grave concern, as there 
would not only be-a shortage in the 
food supply, which would raise prices 
everywhere, bt stock would: suffer. 
The situation might add to the strin- 
gency in the money market. The 
speaker saw a silver. lining in the 
cloud, however: and completed his ad- 
dress as “follows: 

“The withdrawal of this large sum 
of mioney from the ordinary channels 
of trade, in addition to the acknowl- 
edged stringency ‘of the money mar- 
ket at the present time, will be a 
matter of serious moment to the in- 
dustrial and commercial interests of 
the country. Possibly some good may 
arise from the threatened depression, 
if it: aronsea the people to a: realiza- 
tion ofthe fact that. the standard of 
expenditure, Private and public, has 
reached the danger ‘limit. 

“Ample evidence isnot wanting to 
show that it is becoming: all too com- 
mon for men‘holding positions of hon- 
or and trust, to manipulate for their 
own personal profit mn nes trust funds 
which have : been. in their 
charge, and it is to set td that 
there appears to be no lack of people 
who are willing to excuse or con- 
done .the offence if the deal is only 
successful.”

Rainy Day Gamo That May Bo Played 
on the Dining Table... - 

Fig. 1 shows the target cut out of 
eigar box wood. A circular piece is 
first cut about one inch in: diameter, 
and eight smal! round pleces of card- 
board with the numbers 1 to 8.on 
them are mounted on toothpicks and 
grouped around it at even distances, 
The other ends of the toothpicks are 
then inserted in the sides of the 
circular plece of wood. The target 
itself is secured to a stick of wood 
about elght inches long,. fastened to a 
stand, as shown in the picture. The 
gun consists of a paper tube, which 
is made by winding cardboard well 
covered with glue around the stem of 
a lead pencil, When it is dry, a piece 
about ‘tive Inches long {s cut off.: One 
and three-quarter inches from one end

It is then spread 
out flat and put between Iron plates, 
There was na time when these. born 
plates were made very thin by bard 
pressure and used in windows and 
‘lanterns as we now ‘use glass, 
may be made quite translucent. 

When born !s heated it may be mold- 
ed into almost any desirea form. That 
ls the way knife handles, buttons und

_ MARCONI ATT THE KEY. 


Making Thunder and: and Lightning In 
His Paris Workshop. 

The asphalted floor is covered with a 
carpet of rubber. The walls and cell- 
{ngs are in bard, wood. Strange instru- 
ments Jie In each corner of the room. 
On a platform raised a yard above the 
floor, says a writer Inthe Paris Revue, 
is a table with a transmitting key upon 
{t-and a large wooden lever also used 
In transmitting. Marconi is on the 
platform, his band grasping the lever. 

“Now,” he says, “be careful... When 
I signal to the electrician 50,000 volts 
will enter the room, Stand behind me 
and touch nothing. Do not_approach 
those coils, because the current will 
not wait for you to touch them. It will 
leap out upon you.” 

The signal given, a lever !s pulled 
and a dull nojse Is heard. The needle 
of the voltameter begins to move on 
the dial and to uttain all sorts of high 
figures. 

“Now,” says Marconi, “I will com: 
municate with the nearest station,” 
and he presses the key of the transmit- 
ter. 

There is a blinding blue flash, and at 
each pressure on the key sparks nearly 
two feet in length start from between 
the two allvery balls of the Induction 
reel, One of these balls is in communi- 
cation with the earth and the other 
with a rod. Each spark represents an 
tmpulsion which {s communicated from 
the battery to the rod, and from this 
rod the electrician sets In motion the 
vibrations of the ether called Hertzian 
waves, 

These waves expand: in. space in ev- 
ery direction at a speed of 300,000 kilo- 
meters a second—that Is to say, seven 
times the circumference of the earth. 
They are independent of wind and 
temperature and glide above the sur- 
face of the earth and sea, striking on 
their way the wireless stations that lle 
far beyond the horizon. 

At each blinding flash that accom- 
panies the movement of the key a noise 
like the report of a rifle Is heard. It is 
an awe Inspiring spectacle, the tn- 
ventor calmly standing ‘there pressing 
the: key amid the lightning and the 
thunder, The operator is obliged to 
stuff his ears with wool. It appears, 
however, that recently Marconi has 
found means of doing away with the 
noe alinost completely. 


"MAN, COW, F FIDDLE. 


Trio Gommamsrated oi on a. Tombstone 
In a Connecticut Cemetery. 

In the old cémetery of Central Vil- 
lage, near Plainfield, Conn., Is the only 
tombstone known. in, New. England 
erected to a cow and Its-owner. In 
several cemeteries bave been found ree- 
ords thal horses, dogs and even cats 
have been laid at rest ‘beside their 
masters, but In no other instance on 
record has a cow had a slab erected In 
ber honor. 

The cow’s: name was Rosa, and the 
Inscription says that she -gave two 
pounds fifteen ounces of butter from 
thirteen quarts of milk in ope day. 
This was a pretty good record for a 
cow, and a Jersey at that, the inscrip- 
tlon goes on to say. 

On the opposite side of the monu- 
ment is the inscription, “All Ready, 
Mr. Cady,” and below are the words, 
“At Rest.”- Above is the outline of a 
fiddle crossed with a bow. 

Gurdon Cady, to whose memory the 
stone was erected, was known from 
the Massachusetts line to Long Island 
sound and from Providence to the Con- 
necticut river half a century ago as the 
finest fiddler that ever drew a bow ata 
country dance. He had two loves, 
Rosa and his fiddle, both of which 
found a place on his tombstone. 

Marm Kenney’s celebrated inn at 
Stafford was one of the most popular 
fields for Cady and his fiddle. From 
the time he started until the final flour- 
ish of the bow, when he chanted, “All 
promenade to seats,’”’ there was some- 
thing doing every minute. Some of the 
residents here can recall many a time 
when they danced to his music until 
the sun’s rays lighted the ballroom. 

He would yell in between times spe- 
clal instructions to uncertain maids 
and swains.

BIRD FLIGHT. 


Sorne Curious: Facts About the Size 
of .Wings ‘ard. Bodies. r- 

In the attempt to discover some unl- 
versal lnw of bird flight ‘sclentists have 
disclosed concerning a number of ‘spe- 
cies a most puzzling paradox, perhaps 
the. most mysterious of the enlgmas 
that the subject presents, It Is that in 
i number of birds and insects the size 
of the wings decreases in proportion to 
ibe Increase in size of the body, of the 
‘lying creature. The Australian crane, 
for Instance, welghs over 300 *times 
more than the sparrow, but in propor- 
tion has owy one-seyenth the wing 
urea of the smaller bird, . 

This curious fact is equally striking 
if we compare birds with Insects. If 
the guat were increased In size until It 
was as large as the Australian crane 
\und ff. the wings of the Insect were 
enlarged to maintain the proportion 
they now bear to its body they would’ 
be abdut 150 times larger than the 
crane'’s, 

It requires 3.62 square feet of wing 
aren per pound to float the bank swal- 
low, but to sustain the tawny vulture, 
a monstrous bird in comparison, re- 
quires only .68 of a square foot of 
wing surface per pound of body. The 
ulbatross, welghing eizhteen pounds, 
hag n spread of wing-of eleven feet 
six incbes, while the trumpeter. swan, 
welghisg tweuty-eight pounds, has a 
spread Of wing of only eight feet. The 
stork weighs eight times more than 
the pigeon, but in proportion has’ only 
half as much wing surface.—Every- 
body’s Magazine. zo Ok

TAKING CARE GF TEETH. 


Limewater For Rinsing the Mouth Is 
Refreshing. ~ 

In no’ way is more injury done to 
teeth thao by. the natural acids in one’s 
mouth. 

They act quickly upon the enamel, 
bringing cavities as well as yellow- 
ness. 

Limewater, a counter agent, _§ should 
be used to rinse the mouth several 
times a day, and bicarbonate of soda 
is recommended even more highly for 
the same purpose. — 

A toothbrush should always be curv- 
ed, at least a little, that the length of 
the center bristles shall not Interfere 
with the end. Unless those at the tip 
are longer than any other part no 
benefit is derived by its use.> A flat 
brush is good for the front teeth, and 
that is all. 

One should always be careful not to 
use too stiff a brush or the gums will 
be made to recede. A soft one is equal- 
ly cleansing. 

Astonishing how few people know 
how to brush their teeth. The brush 
Is rubbed across the teeth instead of 
up and down, and a moment's thought 
will show that, while rubbing across 


will clean the flat surface, the edges | 


and eurves are left absolutely un- 
touched. 

The movement should always be 
from the gums down to the tips on 
the upper jaw and from the gums up 
on the lower. 

In this way only are the particles 
removed from the teeth. Added to 
this, dental floss should be used after 
each meal and always at night.

‘Gathering. 

To gather without putting on the at- 
‘tachment to the sewing machine 
lengthen the stitch of the machine and:

fullness. When gathering thin, goods 
stitch twice about a quarter of an Inch 
apart. This does away with laying 
the gathers, which often tears thin 
cloth.

Fry to a pale yellow-one small finely 
chopped onion in. three tablespoonfuls 
of butter. Add two tablespoonfuls of 
flour, half.a green pepper chopped fine 
aad one cupful of stewed and sifted to- 
mato pulp. When the tomato sauce 
reaches the boiling point add: half a 
pound of salt codfish which has been 
freshened for twenty-four hours in cold 
water and slowly simmered until it 
teadily will separate into flakes.

A late novelty in the way of a black 
potato has just reached the vegetable 
markets. The potato was sent from 
the Kongo and {is said to have an ex- 
cellent flavor.

Scott, ‘Thackeray, Dickens, George 
Bliot—every girl must be able to look 
intelligent when these names ‘are men- 
tioned, and there is probably no girl 
of fourteen who has not.read some 
works of each of these famous writers.

‘The Board of Trade and 
Canadian Emigration. 


The following very importantarticle 
appeared in the London, Times, Eng- 
land, weekly edition of February 7th, 
dealing with the pernicious system of 
passage broker's license on emigrants 
coming to this country. ‘It should be 
read by every thinking person. 

At the Guildhall], on Friday, before 
Alderman Sir MarcusSamuel,Dr.Gins. 
burg, counsel acting on behalf of the 


| Board of Trade, opposed an application 


made by Mrs, Elise Kauffman Ken- 
dall for a passage broker's licence. The 
lady had fulfilled the obligation to give 
the Board of Trade notice of her ap- 
lication, and the Board now opposed. 

Dr. Ginsburg said, so far as his rec- 
ollection went, this was the first case 
of the kind that had arisen, and he was 
not quite clear what the procedure 
should be. 

Sir Marcus suggested that the more 
convenient course would be for Mr. 
Tindall Davies, counsel for the appli- 
cant, to make his statement, and then 
Dr. Ginsburg could reply. 

Mr. Davies said that the application 
was made by this lady for the renewal 
of a licence under the Merchant Ship- 
ping Act. It was in reference to a lic- 
ence she had held for 15 years as an 
emigration agent, and which was re- 
newable annudly. The opposition of 
the Board of Trade arose out of certain 
conversations between this lady’s son— 
she being away ill at the time—and a 
representative of Mr. Bruce Walker, 
superintendent of the Emigration De- 
partment of the Canadian Govern- 
ment. He was not quite sure whether 
the objection of the Board of Trade 
was on the ground that the lady guar- 
anteed contracts, or whether it was in 
consequence of advertisements setting 
forth that 5,000 labourers, domestic 
and other servants, were required for 
Canada immediately. At any rate, ad- 
vertisements had appeared in thedaily 
papers—notably the Daily Telegraph— 
in that form for years. Mrs. Kendall, 
however, had not followed the custom 
of advertising until recently, reading 
thrt of another emigration agency,and 
having made inquiries, she sent herson 
to Mr. Walker, who with hiin discuss- 
ed the matter. According to his (Mr. 
Davie’s) instructions Myr, Walker in- 
dicated to this young man that his 
mother was very much behind the 
times in not advertising guaranteeing 
contracts to labourers and others who 
went out to Canada, and it was after 
that that Mrs, Kendall began to adver- 
tise. The advertisements appeared for 
eight months without question, when 
on December 5 last—Mrs. Kendall be 
ing then away ill—Mr. Bruce Walker 
issued a circular letter pointing’out to 
emigration agents that at present the 
demand for labour in Canada was re- 
laxed, and requesting them to advise 
intending emigrants not to sail till 
April next, and then only if employ- 
ment was secure. Mr. Just, second in 
command to Mr. Walker, called at 
Mrs. Kendall's office in Eldon street 
and saw the son, and explained to him 
that the advertisement that was then 
appearing ought tobe modified in some 
form, and young Mr. Kendall sug- 
gested that from the announcement 
‘5,000 wanted immediately” the last 
word should be withdrawn. Myr. Ken- 
dall was under the impression that the 
suggestion wasaccepted,and thereafter 
acted upon it. 

The Hon. Charles Russell, who at- 
tended on behalf of the Dominion 
Government, rose to make an obser- 
vation, but Dr. Ginsbury objected that 
his friend had no locus standi. The 
matter was ore between the Board of 
Trade and this lady, and he failed to 
see that any third party had aright to 
interfere. 

Mr. Davies.—The Dominion Govern- 
ment, so far as I am aware, do not de- 
sire to press this for one moment. 

Dr. Ginsburg.—I must protestagainst 
an observation of thatkind. The Do- 
minion Government, I venture to say, 
have no more to do with this than any 
one in the street. 

Mr. Russell.—I think it is only fair 
to say that these proceedings arise as 
aresulu of our communication with 
the Board of Trade with a view of pro- 
tecting intending emigrants. 

Mr. Davies continued his address, 
and said that some further modifi- 
cation of the advertisements was de- 
manded by Mr. Walker, especially the 
offer of employment for any class other 
than agriculturists, and even for the 
latter not promising an opening till 
the spring. A document from the Min- 
ister of the Interior for Canada was 
afterwards circulated, setting fortl the 
conditions under which emigrant pass- 
engers were allowed to land—one be- 
ing that they had either employment 
or friends to go to at once, and suffi- 
cient cash to maintain them in the 
interval. On December 18, Mrs. Ken- 
dall having returned to business, the 
advertisements were altered in such a 
manner as she thought would meet 
the requirements of the department, 
but she eventually received a letter in 
which she was informed that, owing 
to the misleading nature of her adver- 
tisements, the department would dis- 
continue paying her the customary 
bonus as from January 1. 

Sir Marcus,—I should like to know 
from mere curiousity what amount the 
bonus is. 

Dr. Ginsburg.—£1 with each emig- 
grant. From the Canadian Govern- 
ment that is. 

Mrs. Kendall, continued Mr. Davies, 
wrote to Mr. Walker stating that she 
thought she had complied with his re- 
quirements, and asking for an inter- 
view in order that matters might be 
fully explained. To that letter there 
was no reply, but she received an in- 
timation from the. Board of Tradethat 
they should oppose her application for 
a yenewal of her licence on the ground 


that she had continued to insertadver- 
tisements—in spite of warnings—which 
were inaccurrate as to the employ- 
ment open to emigrants, which action 
on her part was likely to embarras the 
Canadian Government. 


Dr. Ginsburg said that in regard to | 


a friend’s statements there were on 
common ground, but on certain mat 
ters they distinctly differed. For in- 
stance, the idea that Mr. Just was sat- 
isfied with the slight alteration in the 
advertisements mentioned was quite 
wrong. The position of the passenger 
broker was a very responsibleone. He 
had to be licensed and to sntisfy the 
Board of Trade that he was carrying 
on his business properly. He had to 
enter into a bond of £1,000 to secure 
due performance of his work, and 
there were stringent regulations as to 
the appointinent of agents. Whenever 
the business was not properly conduct- 
ed, it was the duty of the Board of 
Trade to come forward and oppose re- 
newal of the licence, The class of per- 
sons to whom these advertisements 
were addressed were not people with a 
great knowledge of the world, and 
they were invited to take the greatest 
step possible in their lives and uproot 
themselves from their native country 
at the gain of the persons who inserted 
the advertisements, and in order that 
the advertisers might make £1 a head 
from the Canadian Government, in 
addition to a certain percentage from 
the steamship companies. An adver- 
tisement appeared in the Daily Tele- 
graph five day after warning was given 
in the following terms:—‘‘Canada, — 
Free farins forall; 5,000 labourers want- 
ed immediately. Wages from 9s. 6d, a 
day; work guaranteed. Pamphlet 
showing work and wages free. Rail- 
way men, agriculturists, artisans in 
great demand.” Inquirers were referr- 
ed to Mrs. Kendall's office. Mr. Just 
made it quite clear to young Mr. Ken- 
dall that the omission of the word “im- 
mediately” would not be sufficient, but. 
that the whole character of the adver- 
tisement was misleading. It was felt 
that for the time being it was not de- 
sirable for persons to emigrate on the 
strength of statements contained in 
these advertisements, Canada, which 
had probably suffered temporarily 
from the financial crisis in the United 
States, would no doubt quickly re- 
cover, its recuperative powers being 
tremendous, but there was reason for 
the time being for issuing warnings to 
passage brokers, and to take objection 
to these advertisements. 

Sir Marcus Samuel.—The case has 
assumed a far graver aspect than I 
anticipated. Itseems to me a most 
serious thing if the Government of 
Canada have been giving bonuses of £1 
a head to people who use every ruse 
they can to attractimmigrants. After 
this the Dominion government will 
probably consider whether the system 
should not be: modified. 

Dr. Ginsburg.—In justice to the 
Dominion Government they have 
stopped paying bonuses to this offiice. 

Sir. Marcus.—And not a day tosoon, 

Mr. Russel.—And under these ad- 
vertisements we have inserted one in 
the character of a warning to the 
public. 

Sir Marcus.—That does not re- 
lieve my mind. The Government has 
been in the habit of paying this bonus 
to passenger agents all and sundry. 
In fact they paid £1 a head to indi- 
viduals holding out inducements to 
people toimmigrate. Do I understand 
that the Dominion Government have 
withdrawn bonuses from everybody? 

Mr. Russel.—No, Sir; but the class 
is limited. 

Sir Marcus.—I could understand 
it if they paid it to the immigrants 
themselves, but to pay it to a passage- 
broker is a direct incentive to this 
kind of advertisement. 

Formal evidence was given and cor- 
respondence between Mrs. Kendall and 
the Canadian immigration Depart- 
ment and the Board of Trade read, 
from which it appeared that objection 
was taken to advertisements promising 
immediate employment to railway men 
labourers and artisans. It is said to 
be misleading to advertise that 5,000 
labourers were wanted. 

Mr. Gerald Kauffman Kendall, giv- 
ing evidence on behalf of his mother 
said, in reply to the magistrate, that 
emigrants were notified of the pay- 
ment of the bonus, because they had 
to fill in a form respecting it. He in- 
formed Mr, Just that what be was 
complaining of was done also by the 
Salvation Army. 

Dr. Ginsburg.—And did he not reply 
that they were acting uuder an ar- 
rangement with the government of 
British Columbia? Jt struck me he 
was rather protecting their interests, 
but I do not remember hissaying that. 

Mr. Davies asked if Mrs. Kendall 
was found to have committed a tech- 
nical offence she would not be punished 
so severely as to have her licenses 
refused. 

Sir Marcus.—I feel great difficulty in 
dealing with this case, because one is 
always reluctant to inflict a wrong on 


an individual, and it does appear to 
me in this matter that the system is 
at fault. The Board of Trade has 
taken a right course in raising a ques- 
tion of enormous importance, and I 
believe my colleagues, as myself, had 
no idea that in granting these 
passenger licenses we were aiding a 
system which gives a direct incentive 
to misrepresentation. It is a very 
strong inducement to people to’ insert 
advertisements such as we have heard 
quoted, when for each immigrant they 
secure they get acapitation grant of 
£1 per head, and I fail to see much 
difference between the crimps who 
obtained sailors for ships in the old 
days and this distribution of agents 
broadcast over the kingdom to tout for 
emigrants. I must hold that these 
advertisements, after due warning had 
been given, were not fully justified 
and in the hope that this case will act 
asa caution, I feel it my duty to re- 
fuse this license. Of course it is open 
to Mrs. Kendall toapply again, and 
after an interval, should the Board of 
Trade raise no objection, the license 
might be granted.
